The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: there is no prior art that teaches the claimed 
method. Liotta or Murphy does not teach or suggest identifying 
peptoid sequences after transfection has taken place. Murphy 
describes transfection of plasmid DNA and is not concerned with 
transfection of oligonucleotides. Liotta does not explicitly 
teach peptoids of formula I. Liotta 's disclosure taken as a 
whole (even in combination with Murphy and Furka) would not 
direct one of skill in the art to the claimed method using an 
array. (See applicants' stipulation at pages 7-8 of the 1/16/08 
REMARKS) .
